In response to the communications dated 09/17/2003, claims 3-6 are active in 
this application as a result of the cancellation of claims 1-2 in the Preliminary 
Amendment.

In claim 3, line 22, the word "as" in the phrase "co-planar with as the under 
surface of the internal lead portion" has been deleted. 

Reason for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
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None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method of 
manufacturing a semiconductor device comprising (in addition to the other limitations in 
the claim) using a lead frame including a plate-like body having a non-planar upper 
surface and a planar under surface, a first thin portion for mounting a semiconductor 
chip, a plurality of first thick portions radially arranged in the first thin portion for forming 
lead electrodes, a second thin portion located between pairs of the plurality of first thick 
portions, a third thin portion peripherally surrounding the plurality of first thick portions, 
and a second thick portion surrounding the third thin portion; sealing integrally the 
semiconductor chip and the lead electrodes to the same surface of the thin portions with 
a resin; and removing the first, second, and third thin portions by etching so that each of 
the plurality of lead electrodes includes a thin internal lead portion having a connection 
part on an upper surface side and a thick external electrode portion protruding toward 
an under surface and forming a connection part.
